Franco announced his

Hp will submit it to the 
Cortes (parliament) for formal ap- 
proval. 


The generalissimo was expected 
to make a public appearance today 
reviewing a parade observing the 
eighth anniversary of the end of 
the Spanish civil war. Madrid resi- 
dents began gathering along the 
route of march at dawn. 


All political quarters awaited a 
statement by Don Juan, pretender 
to the Spanish throne now living 
in Lisbon. Juan is the son of for- 
mer King Alfonso XIII, who left 
Spam in 1931 and died in exile.

viewed Franco's announcement as 
a move to forestall any immedi- 
ate monarchist maneuver to effect 
a restoration, and as a step to as- 
sure Franco's grip on power.

that Spain is a monarchist statf 
and that Franco is chief of state. 


If Franco dies, is incapacitated 
or decides to choose a succes-sor 
the regency council will designate 
as the new chief of state "a per- 
son of royal blood" most qualified. 


The new ruler must be 30 years 


old, Spanish and a Catholic. Don 
Juan is 33. If no such person is 
available, the council is to name 
a regent. The Cortes must approve 
the council's choice by a two-thirds 
vote. 


The new ruler, moreover, 
must 


swear to uphold the basic laws of 
Spain — that is, the fundamental 
laws passed by the Franco 
re- 
gime.

able young Americans not only three 
things every man wants—good pay, 
a real career, a chance for advance- 
ment—but also the honor and dig- 
nity which is associated with 
national service in time of need.

Rhur Miners 
Ignore Back 
to Work Plea 


Essen, April 3 —(AV-The Ruhr's 


giant coal industry came to an al- 
most complete standstill today as 
niost of the area's 300,000 miners 
ignored British appeals to remain 
on the job and walked out in a de- 
mand for more food for their fami- 
lies. 


Workmen at the mines in Dort- 


mund and Hamborn, who struck 
earlier in the week, entered 
the 


pits as usual, however, apparently 
satisfied with the party they had 
already taken in the demonstra- 
tion. 


Miners in the colongne area — 


technically not part of the Ruhr- 
remained on the job. But reports 
from throughout the Ruhr

The generalissimo was expected 
to make a public appearance today 
reviewing a parade observing the 
eighth anniversary of the end of 
the Spanish civil war. Madrid resi- 
dents began gathering along the 
route of march at dawn. 


All political quarters awaited a 
statement by Don Juan, pretender 
to the Spanish throne now living 
in Lisbon.

swear to uphold the basic laws of 
Spain — that is, the fundamental

The generalissimo was expected 
to make a public appearance today 
reviewing a parade observing the 
eighth anniversary of the end of 
the Spanish civil war. Madrid resi- 
dents began gathering along the 
route of march at dawn. 


All political quarters awaited a 
statement by Don Juan, pretender 
to the Spanish throne now living 
in Lisbon. Juan is the son of for- 
mer King Alfonso XIII, who left 
Spam in 1931 and died in exile.

swear to uphold the basic laws of 
Spain — that is, the fundamental 
laws passed by the Franco

This has come 
from the fine young soldiers who 
have volunteered, from individuals, 
and from organized groups. Now, 
as we strive to build a Regular 
Army to help enforce world peace 
and security, I ask those who have 
given so generously of their help 
to redouble their efforts. 


They can do so in the knowledge 


that the United States Army offers 
able young Americans not only three 
things every man wants—good pay, 
a real career, a chance for advance- 
ment—but also the honor and dig- 
nity which is associated with 
national service in time of need. 


The time of need is now.
